young men to want to “push ahead” for personal gain. The two 
generations of boys who read the remarkable Horatio Alger 
novels are those who built the great industries of today. News- 
papers that employ thousands of people, railways that span 
continents, oil companies that spend millions to find new oil 
discoveries and thereby get it for us cheaper and in greater 
quantities than before, 

Too many graduates of schools and colleges today want 
only to fit their lives into comfortable little niches that require 
no struggle, no chance for failure, and therefore no opportun- 
ity for great personal gain.

Hog Prices in the

Under provisions of the Agricul- 
tural Act of 1948, price support for 
hogs were mandatory at 90 per 
cent of parity until December, 
1949.

home-grown seed. This would be 
particularly true in the case of 
grain containing a high weed seed 
content or admixtures difficult of 
removal

7—University Exhibit at Toronto 
Royal Winter Fair 


The Department of Animal 
Science, University of Alberta, ex- 
hibited five head of market cat- 
tle and four pure-bred Shorthorn 
heifers at the 1948 Toronto Royal 
Winter Fair. All of the animals 
shown stood well up in their re- 
spective classes. Winnings includ- 
ed first place in junior yearling 
Shorthorn steers, third place in 
summer yearling Hereford steers, 
and reserve junior champion on 
the junior yearling Shorthorn hei- 
fer, Golden Drop U A 452nd., 

The Shorthorns in the exhibit 
were sired by Killearn Butterfly 
Max--272901 purchased by the 
University from Claude Gallinger, 
used for three years in the Uni- 
versity herd, and sold in the spring 
of 1948 to W. D. MacDonald, 
Alberta. The Hereford 
steer was sired by Caerleon Stand- 
ard 82nd, purchased by the Uni- 
versity from W. A 


Grainger, 


Crawford- 


Frost of Nanton, and the Aber- 
deen-Angus steers \ sired by 
Eston Repeater 2nd, bred by Thos 
Henderson & Son, Lacombe 

The cattle included in the Uni 
versity of Alberta exhibit were 


strictly Alberta products, having 
been bred and fitted at the Univer- 
sity Farm and sired by bulls bred 
by breeders in the province. 

The plan of showing market cat- 
tle at the eastern shows was ini- 
tiated in 1919. At that time the 
University herds were very small, 
indeed some breeds had not yet 
been established at the University 
Farm. At an informal meeting 
held in the Palliser Hotel in the 
fall of 1919, at which the Univer- 
sity was represented by the late

Dean Howes and Professor Dowell, 
a number of good pure-bred cat- 
tle breeders agreed to let the Uni- 
versity pick a good bull calf out 
of their herds to bring to the Uni- 
versity to be fed and fitted for 
class work in Animal Husbandry 
and later to be shown at the Chic- 
ago International. This offer was 
taken up by Professor Dowell and 
in the fall of 1920 a group of steers 
was taken to the Chicago Inter- 
national Livesto¢k Exposition. The 
University exhibit created some- 
what of a sefsation by winning a 
number of group placings, includ- 
ing what was known as the John 
Clay Special Prize for steers 
shown by colleges. Steers were 
shown continuously at the Chicago 
International for a number of 
years and when the Toronto Royal 
Winter Fair was established in 
1922 exhibiting at the Fair was 
started. Fat steers were sent to 
Toronto each year until the Royal 
Winter Fair closed down during’ 
the war. Bxhibiting was resumed 
in 1947 when the Royal re-opened. 
Many chanrpionships and grand 
championships have been won dur- 
ing the period in which the Uni- 
versity has been exhibiting. 


Dairymen Lose With 
Low Quality Cream 


EDMONTON Creamery In- 
spector H. L. Beckett, points out 
that producers of poor quality 
cream are now losing as much as 
15 cents per Ib. butterfat, the dif- 
ference between special and sec- 
ond grade. A five-gallon can of 
second grade cream now repre- 
sents a lossof approximately $3.00 
which no cream shipper can afford 
to lose in these days of high pro- 
duction costs. 

He states that the reason for 
this wide spread is due to the fact 
that there is no outlet market for 
second and third grade butter. 

In recent years there has been 
an increase in the amount of poor 
quality cream in many northern 
Alberta districts. 

While some producers feel that 
the loss is small, it is estimated 
that the patrons to an average size 
creamery lost approximately $4500 
in 1948. This loss will be consider- 
ably more during 1949 with pre- 
sent price spreads. There is also 
the danger that poor quality 
cream will not find a market and 
producers will be forced to feed it 
on the farm 

Mr. Beckett has outlined a few 
suggestions that should help every 
cream shipper to produce the high- 
est grade and eliminate the losses 
already mentioned

Cattle to Enter 
On Permit 


Due to the continued freedom of 
foot and mouth disease in Scot- 
land and the reported freedom of 
this disease in Northern Ireland 
and Hire, permits may be issued 
for the importation into Canada 
of cattle, sheep, goats, other 
ruminants and swine from Scot- 
land, Northern Ireland and Eire 
under the following conditions: 


1—The animals must be em- 
barked at a Scottish or Irish port 
and the vessel conveying them 
must come direct to Canada with- 
out touching at any English or 
foreign port. 

2—In addition to the usual 
health certificates, the animals 
must be accompanied by an affi- 
davit of the shipper declaring that 
the animals so embarked have 
been in Scotland or Ireland for a 
period of 60 days immediately pre- 
ceding date of embarkation. 


3—That such animals are ac- 
companied by an affidavit of the 
shipper that the feed taken on 
board for feeding these animals 
enroute has been grown and stored 
in Scotland or Ireland.

The chairman called on Mr. Dus- 
seault to address the ratepayers 
on the Edmonton Rural Health 
Unit.

Agricultural Service Board 
The chairman called for discus- 
sion on the Agricultural Service 


Board activities. Mr. Schafers, 
president of the board, said he 
was desirous of knowing how 


many were interested in the set- 
ting up of a Seed Grain Cleaning 
Plant. Mr. Ellett, field supervisor, 
reported on the activities of the 
board. He said that the cost of 
the board was approximately 
$2,600.00 from grants, 
which amounts to about 76c per 
$100.00 which is very little corh- 
pared to the benefits derived. 
Farmers that are in difficulty 
over weed infested situations may 
obtain a loan through the board. 
A plan can be drawn up and the 
farmer “put on his feet.”” Farmers 
that have been taken over by the 
board are now an asset instead of 
a detriment.

There are five weed 
inspectors who are responsible to 
the board. Government officials 
say the weed situation in this mu- 
nicipality is good in comparison to 
other municipalities, 

Mr. Ellett said the Leafy Spurge 
has appeared in one or two places 
of the municipality. It is a bad 
weed to control and’ he used the 
slogan “prevention is better than 
cure.” H®@ stated that chemicals 
should be used to control weeds 
but not to eradicate them, as there 
are many weeds which are not af- 
fected by 2-4-D 

Mr. Ellett warned that soil con- 
servation was more serious than 
the weed problem. 

Mr. McGillis, farmer member of 
the board, stated that the erass 
and crop rotation provtram sould 
be adopted even though it would 
be difficult for grain producers
